Thev had more to do than dissipate 
hostility and remove misconception, and to 
create forces of opinion in this country, as 
in other countries, working actively to support 
the objects of the League, 


DISARMAMENT. 

That the present terrible crisis was due to 
the world not following the League of 
Nations’ principles was the opinion of Com- 
mander N. Lewis, R.N., who spoke on 

Disarmament.” The League of Nations in 
1996 foresaw the crisis. and in 1927 called a 
great economic conference, that brought in a 
unanimous report which was mainly ignored. 
Each of the nations, said the speaker, was 
taking its own steps to deal with its 
problems, refusing the advice of the League. 

Nations which were virtually bankrupt were 
spending huge sums on armaments, thus, 
spreading poverty at a time when no nation, 
even Russia, wanted war.

Zara Agha (who represented himself as being 
156 vears of age); one Assim Redvan: the 
third the deceased, Achmet Musa: and the 
accused, Cullens, being the fourth. They had 
entered into an agreement forming a sort of 
partnership or syndicate to exploit Agha as 
the oldest man alive, each taking a percentage 
of the profits. The idea was that Agha 
should be shown to the public at circuses and 
such places of entertainment. Only two of 
these persons knew the English language—- 
namely. Redvan and Cullens. Musa could 
speak only a few words of English. They 
joined the large travelling circus of Bertram 
\fills. which was well known all over England.

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MS baton charges by police took place outside the House of 
Commons last night, when several thousand unemployed workers 
tried to force their way into the precincts oí the House while Parliament 
was sitting. [Twelve arrests were made. 


Hundreds of police were. on duty in the vicinity, and strong cordons 
were stretched across the approaches to the Houses of Parliament. When 
the rioters attempted to break through the cordons mounted police gal- 
loped out from a side street, where they had been waiting, and five motor 
cars laden with police dashed up from Scotland Yard. 


A deputation was allowed to enter the House, where a petition pro- 
testing against cuts in unemployment benefit was presented to Mr. 
W. J. Brown, the Labour member for Wolverhampton. Further rioting 
occurred later when the deputation emerged and led the demonstrators 


hack to Hyde Park. 


Following scuffles with the police, some of the demonstrators tore 
down wooden palings in the Park and broke them up into staves and 
clubs, but their leaders restored order. The crowd then marched in proces- 
sion through the West End, and traffic in Oxford street was stopped for a 


time. 


HYDE PARK PALINGS AS WEAPONS.

Just before the charge a firework was 
let off, causing a policeman’s horse to 
take-fright. As the animal reared one of 
the demonstrator’s clutched the reins and 
apparently refused to let go. Immediately 
four mounted police officers drew their 
batons, but the man fought them off for 
some minutes. He was then placed under 
arrest. 

The mounted. police were surrounded by 
an angry crowd. People attempted to pull 
them from their horses, but, striking right 
Me left, the officers forced their way 
clear. 


EVERAL thousand unemployed met in 
Hyde Park, London, last night, as a 
prelude to an intended d«monstration out- 
side the House of Commons to back up the 
presentation of a mass petition containing 
ever 200,000 signatures of employed and 
unemployed workers pledged to fight 
against dole “' cuts.’’ 

The National Unemployed Workers’ 
(ommittee, who arranged the demonstra- 
tion, had been warned during the day by 
Scotland Yard that no “demonstratioL 
would be permitted within a mile of the 
Honse of Commons while Parliament was 
gifting. 

The organisers announced that this 
warning would be disregarded, but the 
proposed march was abandoned, and the 
demonstrators were asked to make their 
wav from Hyde Park to Westminster 
individually. 


POLICE CORDONS. 


Hundreds of police were on duty at 
Westminster when the demonstrators 
arrived. and strong cordons were stretched 
every approach to Parliament 


BATON CHARGES. 


A number of arrests were made, and so 
hostile was the crowd that mounted officers 
were forced to clear Parliament square 
with another baton charge. So far as 
could be seen there were no casualties. 

Another wild rush came when the de- 
putation left the House of Commons. The 
crowd surged across Parliament square, 
singing the ‘Red Flag” and the 
mounted police were once more called 
upon to disperse them. 

For ten minutes Parliament square was 
blocked to traffic while the police cleared 
a wav through the shouting crowd. When 
the deputation came into the square t}+y 
were cheered, and a thousand unemploved 
formed behind them .in a column, which 
marched up Whitehall, back to Hyde 
Park, to hear from Mr. Wal Hanning*on 
the result of the visit to the House. 


WOMEN KNOCKED DOWN, 


The demonstrators went to Hyde Park, 
where the position was explained to a 
crowd of about ten thousand. There was 
one ugly scene when the police were 
marshalling the crowd. There was some 
resistance, and in the disorder, which 
lasted for a few minutes, a number cf 
women were knocked down. 

Following this some of the demonstra- 
tors tore down wooden palings in the 
park, and broke them up into staves and 
clubs. They were then persuaded by the 
leaders to remain quiet. 

The crowd again formed itself into a 
procession and marched to the West Fad. 
Traffic in Oxford street was stopped for a 
time. 


THREAT FOR TO-DAY,

The depucation had been 
permitted to pass the police cordon 
stretched across the road, when a section 
of the crowd. numbering at least a thou- 
sand. made a rush towards tlc gates of 
the House of Lords.

THREAT OF DEFEAT ON RENT AND 
HOUSING PROBLEMS. 


DEBATE ADJOURNED UNTIL 
TO-MORROW.

BELFAST, Tuesday. 
HE Northern Government was warned in 
I the Northern Parliament to-day that 
there was a possibility of it being de- 
feated on a resolution moved by the Laboar 
member (Mr. J. Beattie), asking for legisla- 
ti8n to reduce the standard rents of controlled 
houses by at least ten per cent. The warning 
was given by Mr. William Grant, a Unionist 
back bencher. Subsequently, the Minister of 
Home Affairs (Sir Dawson Bates) agreed to 
set up a committee to inquire into the whole 
question. This appeared to mollify | the 
members and the dangers of a defeat Vanished. 
The Prime Minister subsequently gave an 
undertaking that all sections of the House 

would be represented upon the committee. 

At 4.530 p.m. Mr. J. Beattie (Labour) moved 
that the Government pass legislation reducing 
the standard rents on all controlled houses 
by at least ten per cent., and that the Rent 
Acts be aí so as to bring under control 
all houses below £26 valuation, and that a 
fair and reasonable rent be fixed upon them. 
He said, if all sections of the community were 
called upon to make sacrifices in the present 
crisis, he was justified in asking that house- 
owners in Northern Ireland should at least 
make an equal sacrifice with the unemployed. 
Many people living in houses of a valuation of 
from £8 to £26 were paying a rent increase 
of 150 per cent. Seventy-six thousand people 
living in these houses had been given into the 
contro] of the landed gentry of the province. 
The Government still controlled houses of a 
valuation of £8 downwards, and he asked 
them to resume control of houses up to £26 
valuation. There were many vacant houses 
in Belfast, because the people could not pay 
the rents, and more people lived in one-room 
dwellings there than in any other part of the 
country. 

Alderman Byrne (Nationalist) seconded, 
aud said no people were suffering so much 
as the poor people who were charged ex- 
cessive rents. Cowsheds and stables had been 
converted into dweliinghouses, and rents of 
6s. to 10s. a week charged for them. House- 
owners had taken unfair advantage of 
decontrol bv the Government. ‘The Govern- 
ment should set up a Rent Court, and have 
a fair rent fixed for all houses. 


MEMBER’S WARNING. 


Mr. W. Grant (Unionist, Labour)  sup- 
ported the principle of the resolution, but 
its terms. He thought that it was an 
opportune time to consider the question of 
rents, for they had just finished consideration 
of an Economy Biil, and tenants ought to be 
protected. Many vacant houses in Belfast 
would be occupied if reasonable rents were 
asked for the houses. ‘‘ 1 want to warn the 
Government that it is in great danger in 
this House this afternoon, as there is a 
possibility of a Government defeat on tms 
resolution.’ 

The Minister of Home Affairs (Sir Dawson 
Bates) pointed out that the question of rent 
restriction was bound up with the housing 
problem generally. l’nless they were very 
caretul in dealing with this question of 
fixing rents or interfering with housing, they 
would be placed in exactly the same position 
as that in which they were placed in 1914. 
lt was an awkward problem, and he did not 
want to take a step which would stop the 
building of houses. It they had insisted, when 
giving the housing subsidy, that the rents 
would be fixed by a Rent Court, not one- 
tenth of the houses would have been built. 
If they put on restrictions the building of 
houses would cease altogether. 

Mr. Henderson (Independent Unionist) — 
It has ceased now. | 

Sir Dawson Bates, proceeding, said that in 
such an event the Government would be com- 
pelled to come in and build houses, and he 
asked where the money would come from. 
He was prepared, however, to set up a com- 
mittee to inquire into the situation, but he 
pointed out that they should look to the 
future and endeavour to get houses for which 
people could afford to pay. 

Mr. T. Henderson said that there were 
several thousand vacant houses in Belfast, and 
the owners were holding them un for high 
rents now that they are de-controlled. 

Minister of Finance—That is their loss. 

Mr. Robert Crawford (Unionist) said that 
many house owners had not charged unfair 
rents. and it would be a wrong thing to 
penalise them along with others by insisting 
upon a ten per cent. reduction. e thought 
the Minister of Home Affairs had made a 
fair offer to set up a committee, and he hoped 
that an assurance would be given that the 
committee would get to work at once. 

Mr. J. Stewart (Nationalist) said that 
legislation on the lines suggested was long 
overdue. 


DANGEROUS REMEDY. 


Lord Craigavon admitted that the problem 
was a far-reaching and serious one, and said 
that it would be a fatal thing if they took 
any sudden decision, the effect of which 
would be to prevent the erection of suitable 
accommodation for the working classes. They 
should remember that the remedy which 
might at the moment be applied to meet the 
special cases mentioned might be worse than 
the disease. He reminded the members that 
at the present time there were 897 houses 
under £10 valuation vacant in the City of 
Belfast out of a total of 2,071 empty houses. 
He admitted that there were cases of 
in which the tenants were exploited, but 
he thoucht they were few. The proposed 
committee would be composed of members of 
all sides of the House, and the subject which 
efiected the very lives of the people would 
receive cautious investigation. 


TO BE SHELVED? 


Mr. O'Neill (Nat.) expressed the view that 
the Committee would merely shelve the sub- 
ject, and gave the instance of the Committee 
which inquired into leaseholds in Co. Antrim. 

Mr. A. Blacker, K.C. (U.) expressed the 
hope that the Government would set up a 
strong Committee, as in England, preferably 
not of politicians, but of those interested in 
social matters. 

The debate was adjourned until Tuesday, 
the Government, in the meantime, to submit 
the names of the proposed Committee and 
terms of reference. 


PENSIONS BILL. 


The Minister of Labour introduced” a 
Widows, Orphans and Old Age Contributory 
Pensions Bill to amend the existing Act to 
define *‘ normal occupation,’’ and so entitle 
to widows pensions the widows of men who 
attained the age of 70 on or before the 15:h 
July, 1912, and died on or after the 4h 
June, 1926, and whose normal occupation was 
at some time within three years before he 
attained this age of a certain kind. 

- The bill was read a second time. 

The Prime Minister announced the Royal 

Assent to the Economy Bill. 


STRANMILLIS COLLEGE. 


Mr. J. H. Robb, 


Secretary to the Ministry of Education, 


. replying to Mr. J. M. Carroll (Nationalist), 


said the total amount spent on the acquisition 
and equipment of Stranmillis Training College, 
including the hostels and practising school, 
was £179.025. The sum expended upon the 
maintenance of the College for the session 
1929-30 amounted to £22.200, including 
£1,113 spent on repairs and renewals. This 
figure did not include any charge for interest 
on capital, outlav, or depreciation. 

The religious denominations of the students 
at present in Stranmillis Training College 
were :—Presbyterians 126. Church of Ireland 
52. Methodist 9. other Protestant denomina- 
tions 11: total 198. The number of studerts 
who had comnleted their training in the 
College was 981. 

The College wax wholly maintained by 
annual capitation grents of £70 in the case 
of a man, and £62 10s. in the case of 
women students, together with the fees paid 


by the students. 
BIRD PROTECTION, 


Mr. Devlin moved the second reading of 


K.C, Parliamentary 


member's bill, which has already been passed 
by the Serate. Mr. Devlin, who was received 
with general cheers, said the bill put into 
legislative. shape the recommendations of a 
committee representative of the various 
interests concerned, to consider the general 
protection of wild birds in Northern Ireland, 
having regard, in particular, to the conditions 
of bird life and its effects on agriculture. 
The bill consolidated the Jaw on the subject, 
and removed the confusion caused by birds 
being protected in some districts and out- 
lawed in others. The bill also provided for 
the creation of bird sanctuaries in Northern 
Ireland. i 
sanctuary—in the grounds of Hhllsborough 
Castle. Such sanctuaries were springing up 
all over England and Scotland, and there 
was one in Hyde Park. in the heart of Lon- 
don. It was proposed that the bill come into 
operation on the lst January next. 
Professor M‘Neill seconded. He said the 
passing of a measure such as this was a good 
tribute to the memory of a well-known 
UIsterman, the late William Thompson, who 
wrote a natural history of Ireland in 1849. 


USEFUL MEASURE. 


The Minister of Home Affairs (Sir Dawson 
Bates) congratulated Mr. Devlin on introduc- 
ing such a useful and practical measure. 
Most members of the House were bird lovers. 
and they would welcome and: give a unani- 
mous second reading to it. 

Mr. William Grant (U. Lab.) supported 
the bill, and expressed the hope that Mr. 
Devlin would support a bill to prevent the 
coursing of captive hares. : 

Colonel Gordon (U.) hoped that the bill 
would not interfere with pigeon racing, either 
to or from Northern Ireland. “He noticed 
that one of the birds to be protected was the 
lrish Jay. He was told there was no such 
bird. “' In fact, the only jay in this country 
is the taxpayer,”” he declared, amid Jaughter, 
and added that this particular jay was already 
well plucked and deserved every protection. 

Sir Robert Lynn, Professor Corkey and 
Messrs. Connellan and Healy supported the 
bill 

Mr. T. Henderson (Ind. U.), welcoming 
the bill, said that great harm had been done 
to bird life in the North, and he regretted 
that it had not been introduced before. 

The bill passed its second reading. 


UNEMPLOYMENT FUND. 


On the money resolution in connection with 
Unemployment Insurance, Mr. J. Milne 
Barbour, Minister of Commerce, said that 
it flowed naturally from the proposals con- 
tained in the Economy Bill. The present 
borrowing power of the Northern elena 
Fund was £2,500,000, and it was now pro 
posed to increase the maximum to £2.600.000. 
This was necessary because the British Un 
employment Fund had power to borrow up 
to £115,000.000, and when that figure is 
reached the Exchequer would provide for ans 
deficiency in the fund. Accordingly, the 
Northern Ireland Fund must be empowered 
to horrow up to an equivalent amount, whicl) 
was in the region of £2,600,000. 

The resolution was agreed to.

“ NO BANKERS’ RAMP.” 

The National Economy Bill was duly read 
a third Lime and sent to the House of Lords. 

The third reading debate was opened by 
Sir Arthur Steel-Maitland, who said that this 
was no bankers’ ramp, as some hon. members 
imagined. Jt was a matter of common know- 
ledge that the bankers warned the late 
Government moriths before the actual crisis of 
what would be the consequences of the policy 
they were pursuing. Any Government faced 
with the present emergency was bound to 
take quick and decisive action if it was to be 
successful.

the abandonment of the gold standard, but 
now the very arguments advanced by the 
Government recoiled on their own heads. 
The one purpose of this emerzezcy measure 
had been completely defeated by intervening 
circumstances, but the Government had 
stubbornly refused to reconsider its pro- 
visions. 


LIKE THE MULE. 

That attitude of mind recalled to him the 
characteristics of that stubborn and stupid 
arumal, the mule (laughter), which was 
aptly described as having no pride of 
parentage and no hope in posterity. To put 
it colloqually, the Government wanted to go 
as far as they could in depressing the 
standard of living of the workers while the 
going was good. (Opposition cheers.) 

The fact thar there was a monetary crisis 
in the country did not necessarily call for 
panic legislation. There might be sound 
reasons for baiancing the Budget, but the 
Budget deficit of the present vear was a 
comparatively small matter. It was far 
more important that the debit in the trade 
lelance should receive immediate attention 
than that measures should be rushed through 
to obtain a balance, not only this year, but 
next year. 


**PRODUCING” A PANIC. 
Proceeding, he said that one of the most 
vital facto’s of the standard of life was 
the maintenance of the scale of unemploy- 


nent benefit. It had a powerful influence on 
the maintenance of wage levels. Capitalists. 
rot only im this country, but abroad, had 
for years been anxious that unemployment 
Lenefit should be reduced, so that redue- 
tions In wages and salaries and social ser- 
vices might go forward according to plan. 
ln this crisis they saw their opportunity 
(Opposition cheers), and they were not slow 
to take it 

I the right atmosphere of panic could be 
producad, the people, conceivably, might be 
persuaded to swallow these cuts as an act 
of patrintism without any realisation of their 
true significance. In that way the bulwarks 
set up by the Labour Party against any 
attack on the standard of life. might be 
swept away in a frenzy of flag-waving. 


DISORDERLY EPISODE. 

Mr. Boothby, proceeding, said that Sir 
Stafford had not made a single constructive 
proposal. The speech was a very characte- 
ristic performance and illustrative of the 
sentimental claptrap which they had always 
associated with the official policy of the 
Labour Party as expounded on every soap 
box of the United Kingdom.

Mr. Holford Knight, proceeding, said the 
people who had the strongest feeling against 
these spongers were the genuine employed 
and unemployed. 

Mr. Tom Williams, referring to the ‘‘ cut”’ 
in the salaries of M.P.’s, said that this was 
an attack upon democratic representation in 
Parliament, and Mr. Snowden himself had 
become part and parcel of a Tory plot to 
make it more difficult for Labour members 
to perform their duties. 

Major Tryon, winding up for the Govern- 
ment, said that he did not know whether 
there would he an election, but obviously 
Labour members were practising their plat- 
form speeches.

WEAK CLOSE. 


(REUTER’S TELEGRAMS.) 
NEW YORK, Tuesday. 


While the generally expressed opinion was 
that the market was acting well in face of 
unfavourable developments, sentiment was 
gloomy and the outlook obscure. Weakness 
on the Bond Market was a most unsettling 
factor. 

The tendency at the opening was easy. 
The market fluctuated uncertainly with the 
erratic movements in foreign exchanges con- 
tributing to the unsettlement. Numerous 
pivotal issues early touched new low levels 
for the “bear” market, but steadiness in 
Rails resulted in rallying tendencies develop- 
ing before prices again tapered off in dull 
trading. 

Apparently still dominated by the un- 
certain situation abroad, the market con- 
tinued unsettled. A long list of issues de- 
clined 1 to 4 points, while a few specialities 
broke widely. Rails, however, showed 
notable resistance. 

The Bond Market was again under pressure, 
although the declines were rather more 
moderate than those of yesterday. 

Steadiness in the sterling exchange was an 
encouraging feature, but the possibility uf a 
general election taking place in Great Britain, 
together with advices that the Stockholm 
Stock Exchange was closed until further 
orders, and that the principal industrial bank 
in Rheims had closed its doors were disturb- 
ing factors. 

Gold exports approximating 20,000,000 
dollars Fea to-day have been the largest 
since June, 1928.

ORGANISATION 
PROGRESS. 


ESPITE the fact that we are without 
a high-power station, I do not think 
that our existing possibilities are half- 
developed. There is no department of the 
broadcasting service whose job it is to 
recruit new listeners. The service is, by 
reason of its limitations, unable to expand. 
[t all boils down to the question of finance. 
The department is not self-contained and 
has no spending power. This is one of its 
big difficulties. It is hard to know how 
matters could be improved without up- 
setting the Civil Service system, but it is 
becoming more and more obvious that, if 
the service is ever to do the big things cf 
which it is capable, it must needs possess 
greater powers to develop in its own way, 
unhindered by restrictions imposed by 
other Government departments. This is a 
problem which will have to be faced by 
Government some time or another, and, 
although it may be argued that this is not 
the best time to consider such a problem, 
it would seem better to do so before the 
high-power station is working, when new 
problems will undoubtedly present them- 
selves for solution. 

The Dublin and Cork Stations need 
advertisement, not only among the listen- 
ing public, but among that bigger public 
which is largely ignorant of broadcasting.

They 
are undoubtedly cheap, and are mostly 
good value for the money. but the modern 
British receiver need not hang its head in 
shame. British prices may be slightly 
higher, but manufacture ig every whit as 
good. The Americans have. however. heen 
the first people to market the console tv pe 
of receiver.

It would be a good stroke 
of business on his part! But to get back 
to the question of programmes... The 
Dublin and Cork Stations have their 
regular circle of listeners, as well as that 
wider circle of listeners who are not 
regular. These latter people have the 
habit of listening to, say, a symphony con- 
cert from London, then switching over to 
2 RN., where they may happen to hear a 
fiddler plaving some folk music. They 
switch off in disgust, forgetting that radio 
listening requires bit as much— 
perhaps more—discrimination as does play- 
(‘omparisons, odious as they are, 
will continue to be made.
